Porsche Christophorus Calendar Coins

Dr.Ferdinand Porsche, noted engineer, designer and the father of the 
Volkswagen automobile, begin building cars under his own name in 1948. 
Production began in a converted sawmill in Gmund, Austria, with his 
son Ferry and a small remaining staff from their successful pre-war 
design firm. Dr. Porsche had been imprisoned by the Allies for his 
involvement in the German war effort where as a brilliant engineer and 
designer, he was pressed into the service of his country by Hi Iter, 
where he served as Reich armaments advisor. His imprisonment impaired 
his health and led to his early death in 1951. Some of his notable 
accomplishments were the People's Car (Volkswagen) and the infamous 
Tiger tank. 

^~he first Porsche cars were aluminum bodied, formed by hand over 
wooden forms. Those cars incorporated the basic VW rear-engined running 
gear and quite a few VW components. The car was designed to be a high 
performance (for the period), streamlined sports cars. This is the 
complete opposite of the utilitarian People's Car designed by Porsche 
in 1938. The total 1948 first year production was 4 units. In 1950, 
the first 3 cars were imported into the U.S. Even in those days the 
cars were expensive and price leaders, then costing as much as a top 
of the line Cadillac. Heavy marketing emphasis has always been placed 
on racing achievements. This year marked the first Indianapolis 500 
effort by Porsche. 

In 1951, a high quality house magazine named "Christophorus" was 
started, assumed to be named after the patron saint of travelers, St. 
Christopher. It was written in German, later expanded to an English 
edition as well. A copy of the magazine was included in the glove box 
of each new car and a subscription was started for each new owner. 
Porsche has always spent a lot of money on the print medium to promote 
their cars, including award wininng posters and colorful, first rate 
sales brochures. By 1956, Porsche had only produced a total of 10,000 
cars. In 1957, as an adjunct to "Christophorus" magazine, the first 
Christophorus calendar was offered, which featured 12 black and white 
and 12 color photos of the cars, many of which had appeared in earlier 
" Christophorus" issues.

By 1962, the calendars had grown to a larger sized format, had 24 full 
color photographs in a plastic frame and featured the first calendar 
coin. It was bronze, about 4cm in diameter and featured a stylized St. 
Christopher on the obverse. The reverse was a Roman ca1endar for the 
year, with important dates such as Easter, Christmas, etc., listed 
around the coin in German. Actual mintage figures for the coins are 
unknown, but given the limited number of cars being built, they 
undoubtedly were very small. Today, the early coins are quite rare 
and bring a hefty sum when they change hands. The coins are considered 
very collectible by Porsche afficiandos. 

The first coins came mounted in a die cut hole in a cardboard cover and 
had a ribbon pull to remove the coin. Within a few years the coins came 
packaged in a clear plastic pouch tied with string to the binding. This 
is the way coins still arrive today. 

Although I've never seen any, I've heard for years that a very 1imited 
quantity of the early coins were struck in silver, and were given to 
friends of the House of Porsche. Those friends included those who were 
fortunate enough to have one of their photographs used in the annual 
calendar. If one of these silver coins were ever to become available, 
there would be spirited bidding for it, with only the deepest of pockets 
being involved at the end. 

Today Porsche remains a small operation, noted for its high quality, 
high performance sport automobiles, always on the leading edge of 
automotive technology. The automobiles are extremely expensive, almost 
too expensive to be enthusiast cars anymore. This has been caused to a 
large degree by the devaluation of the dollar and to Porsche's miniscule 
annual production, compared to other automobile manufacturers. 1987 

total production of all models was only about 50,000 units, which is 
about the current GM production For five days.

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DUTCH CLUB

Many ethnic groups came to Beaver Valley in the late eighteenth century. 

As populations grew, these people started their own businesses, opened their 
own churches, and started their own clubs. In Beaver Falls, a group of 
Germans founded their own club to help maintain many traditions they brought 
from the old country. It was called the First German Sick Benefit Society. 

Since this was a quite ackward name , it was informally known as the Dutch 
Club to everyone in town. 

The club was organized in 1886 George Schmidt as the first president, 

George Schnieder the vice president, Charles Schmitz the secretary, and Fred 
Span the treasurer. They held meetings initially at Hanauer Hall which was 
located at the southeast corner of Seventh Street and Seventh Avenue. The 
club eventually took over a building at 316 Eighth Street in the early 1900's, 
which still stands today. 

The club folded years ago for reasons known only to its members. However 
in better times, the club had everything an ethnic club had at time, a ballroom 
for dances, a band for various parades, a stage for performances, and a beer 
garden for good times and "socializing”. The tokens listed below were most 
likely used at the bar. The first one was probably good for a drink. The other 
was probably good for a nickel beer.

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Route 19 Mavericks 

by Rich Bottles Jr. 

Cranberry Township of Butler County is reportedly one 
of the fastest going areas of Pennsylvania, thanks to Route 
19 « s access to Pittsburgh. As this suburban area develops 
with new businesses and new residents patronizing the older 
establishments, the exonumia field also gets a boost. 

Two wooden nickels are part of this Route 19 area 
exonumia activity. The two tokens are mavericks and have 38 mm 
black-lettering wooden-nickel designs. Both issuers are 
approximately one mile apart along Route 19 in Cranberry Town¬ 
ship. 

The two token-issuing establishments are listed in the 
August 1986 edition of the Southwest Butler County Plus Phone 
Directory with the same phone numbers as listed on the tokens. 
Although the phone book lists the two businesses at Evans City 
addresses, this is because Cranberry Township does not have an 
official post office. 

The earlier token is good in trade for a drink at Marty's 
Suburban Bar and has a stock indian-design on the reverse. The 
obverse inscription is "MARTY'S SUBURBAN / ONE DRINK / 776-9902 
and the reverse inscription is "WOODEN NICKEL". 

The other maverick was introduced in 1987 to promote 
video rentals at The Family Room. Whenever a customer rented a 
videotape, he received a token which could later be traded in 
for a free rental once three tokens were collected. 

The obverse inscription reads "THE FAMILY ROOM / BONUS 
TOKEN / VIDEO". The reverse words are "RT. 19 LASALLE PLAZA / 
COLLECT / 3 TOKENS / & REDEEM / FOR 1 RENTAL / 776-5590".

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PITTSBURGH A.N.A. SOUVENIR TOKENS NOW SCARCE 

Unique Lead Trial Strike to be Auctioned

Souvenir tokens announcing the 1989 Pittsburgh A.N.A. Convention are now a very scarce item, 
according to Show Chairman Sam Deep. Although 2,500 tokens were struck, all were given away at the 
"Future Conventions" table at the Cincinnati A.N.A. Convention in July. The tokens advertise the show 
dates of next year's annual convention, to be held August 9-13 in Pittsburgh, PA. 

The obverse of the token depicts a triangle, symbolizing downtown Pittsburgh’s triangular shape. The 
city lies between two rivers, the Allegheny and Monongahela, which meet to form the mighty Ohio. The 
city’s business district is nicknamed the "Golden Triangle." The apex of the triangle is called simply, the 
Point". 

Capitalizing on this theme, the convention committee decided to use the phrase "Get to the Point” as a 
rallying cry for the Pittsburgh show. The phrase was used on the token and will be used in convention 
advertisements throughout the year. 

The souvenir token was struck by the Green Duck corporation of Hernando, Mississippi. The Von 
Senden company acted as local agent for the committee. Both companies went to extra lengths to 
ensure that the tokens would be available in time for the Cincinnati convention. Deep recalled his anxiety 
waiting for the "opening bell" in Cincinnati: "the tokens weren’t ready yet when I left Pittsburgh: I was 
assured that they would be sent directly to my hotel in time for the show." 

While other Pittsburgh committee members readied themselves for the crowds minutes before the 
show was to open, Deep was pacing the hotel lobby. The tokens still hadn't arrived. Like a White Knight 
to the rescue, an overnight courier truck arrived with the package just minutes after the opening bell. 
Sam rushed to the bourse floor and within minutes the Pittsburgh committee members were handing the 
tokens to conventioneers entering the bourse hall. 

"We poured a pile of them on the table, like gold doubloons. They were a big hit. People kept asking 
for seconds and thirds for their children," said Deep. PATCO members Rodger Hershey, and Wayne 
Homren were among the first to get their copies of the token. Rodger found one off-center piece, and 
Wayne found another. Later in the day former ANACS authenticator Tom DeLorey stopped by to look for 
errors, too, but apparently none were left. 

The tokens were distributed liberally the first couple days of the convention, but soon supplies ran 
short. On Friday morning, the remaining tokens were found stacked in a neat triangular pile, courtesy of 
some YN’s led by Sam’s son, David Deep. "We were a little more cautious with our handouts after that. 
We hated to spoil the nice design." 




By Saturday morning, the tokens were gone. Soon the committee realized, a little too late, that they’d 
forgotten to hold back a supply for the folks back home. Some of the committee members who didn’t 
make the convention, never got a copy of the medal. Richard Buckley, who originally conceived the 
design, had to resort to purchasing one at a local club auction for $5.00. "Everybody thought it was 
funny, so they bid me up," joked Buckley. 

The tokens are made of gold-colored anodized aluminum, diameter 1 1/4 inches. The obverse of the 
token states "Get to the Point" within a triangle. Surrounding that design is the legend "Pittsburgh’s 
Golden Triangle". The reverse inscription is: American / Numismatic / Association / 98th Anniversary / 
Convention / August 9-13, 1989 / Pittsburgh, PA. Convention-goers might recognize this design as the 
front and back of the gold-colored T-shirts worn by Pittsburgh committee members. 

One special piece was held back: a lead trial strike. Only one such piece was made. This unique 
token exhibits a beautiful toning on both sides. To raise funds to offset the costs of making the tokens, 
the trial strike will be auctioned off at the first Pittsburgh organizing committee meeting of 1989. Mail bids 
must be postmarked by December 31st, 1988.

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Sponge Exonumia 

by Rich Bottles Jr. 

The fine people of Beaver Falls seem to have some strange 
ideas about wooden money. Perhaps there's a long-standing 
sense of conservation-consciousness in the area, but for some 
reason the "wooden" money issues from the community seem to be 
composed of everything except wood. 

In a March 1985 PATCO article (VOL. 1, ISSUE 5), Jim 
Hartman described a set of anniversary nickels made of cork. 

The blue and red-lettered 48mm round trade tokens have the 
appearance of wooden nickels, but were manufactured by a local 
cork company. The tokens were good for a nickel during the city's 
75th anniversary celebration in 1944. 

Now there's a new pseudo-wood issue from the Beaver Falls 
area. At first glance it appears to be a flat-type wooden 
nickel — perhaps a bit longer than the older flats were, but 
with the same wood-color, fragility and thickness. 

It's the inscription on the piece, however, that exposes 
the true composition. Along the bottom of the piece are the 
words "dip this in water - watch it grow!", which indicates 
that the piece is actually composed of compressed sponge-like 
fiber material. 

The maverick storecard was issued recently by the McCarter 
Transit Company of Beaver Falls (listed at 2569 Darlington Rd. 
in the March 1986 Zelienople Bell of Pennsylvania telephone 
directory). The obverse of the piece has a five dollar bill 
design with green lettering while the reverse is blank.

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Whereas the piece's dampened dimensions will have to 
remain a mystery for the present time, the dimensions of its 
original dry state is 71X146mm with a 1mm thickness. 

Because of the novelty aspect of the issue, it is doubtful 
that the piece is actually good for five dollars in trade on the 
price of a bus tour.

THE PITTSBURG k ALLEGHENY 
TELEPHONE COMPANY 

by JIM HARTMAN 


Pittsburgh's independent phone company had its beginning in 1898 when a 
charter was granted to the Pittsburg and Allegheny Telephone Company. It began 
operating a paid service January 1, 1901. In seven years the company had direct 
long distance lines in every direction to Maryland. New York, Ohio, and West 
Virginia, besides Pennsylvania. The executive offices and "Main" exchange was 
located at Seventh Avenue and Grant Street. Branch exchanges were located south 
in Dravosbura and McKeesport, north to New Kensington, east to Wllkinsburg and 
west to Coraopolis and Neville Island. Telephone service went to every part, of 
Pittsburgh and Allegheny which is now known mainly as the North Side, Many 
small boroughs located along the three rivers were also included in the service 
area of the telephone company. 

In the years after its founding the P. & A. Telephone Co. enjoyed much 
success. The company was publishing its own directories in competition with 
others In the business. Eventually the largest telephone company. Bell 
Telephone took over the business. This occurred about 192J> and remained so 
until recent deregulation.

Zelienople Area Plastic Trade Tokens 
by Rich Bottles Jr. 




There Is perhaps no such thing as a ''■'complete'’’' listing of plastic 
tokens, regardless of the size of the area that Is covered In the listing. 
Still, this should not discourage exonumists from attempting to record the 
pieces of their collections for the benefit of the hobby. 

Not only would some collectors be surpised about the amount of tokens 
that are available in their own respective communities, but they are also 
in an excellent position to formulate a fairly complete listing of local 
tokens because of their contacts and acquaintances within these 
communities. 

With that in mind. I’ve decided to give my fellow PATCO members a 
start in this cataloging process by beginning at the end of the alphabet 
with a municipality approximately a mile away from me In Butler County 
called Zelienople Borough. 

The following list contains 25 different plastic trade tokens from the 
Zelienople area. All of the tokens were issued by businesses within the 
borough; except the last three mavericks, which are listed because at 
least one telephone directory attributes the business to Zelienople. The 
other maverick tokens were, without question, issued by businesses 
within the borough and, since the pieces were either acquired by myself at 
the establishment or received first-hand from a former employee of the 
business, collectors can be assured that the tokens are properly 
attributed. 

The first series of tokens listed are from the American Legion Post 
474. Prior to 1988, the club used three tokens inscribed with the name of 
the organization, the state and the type of drinks that the tokens were 
'‘'good for" in 1987 or 1988, the club issued new tokens lacking the 
inscriptions of ‘''LEGiON", "PA." and the drink types, in both sets, the green 
tokens are for a bottle of beer, the white for a draft and the yellow for a 
whiskey. 

The tokens issued by Guy's Bar & Grill have proven quite elusive. The 
bar, which was once located at 113 North Main Street, issued at least 
three maverick tokens. The latest dated reference that I could find of the 
bar is from a 1983 Beaver Valley Bell of Pennsylvania Telephone Directory. 
1 was able to track down two of the three types of tokens issued at the bar 
but cannot find the third one. I've contacted former employees and the 
person who owned the bar during the time when the tokens were utilized, 
but couldn't get a positive description of the third token except that it is 
probably green. 

When the Hungarian Beneficial Society of Zelienople decided to switch 
from counterstamped metal slugs to plastic bar chips, it issued three 
nonmaverick poker chip-style tokens. As the supply of red and blue tokens 
diminished, two new types of plastics were issued in the same colors but 
with a smaller, maverick-style design. The white poker chip type is still 
used at. the club for draft hoer 
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If no collector had ever bothered to drop by the Three B's Lounge to 
inquire about tokens, these three maverick issues would have proven quite 
perplexing to future exonumists. Even if collectors could figure out the 
rebus-style inscription, the establishment is unlisted in local phone books 
and can only be verified through the little-known "Zelienople-Harmony 
Chamber of Commerce Business Directory.” Like the Hungarian Club, the 
Three B's Lounge issued the plastic tokens after having used crude 
counterstamped slugs as bar chips. 

The bar called Vic's Place issued its three-token set after its supply of 
larger-styled black tokens completely ran out. i waited for months for a 
customer to redeem one of the older black chips, but finally got one for my 
collection through another source. The black token was issued separately 
for draft beer purchases and was not part of a colored set like the newer 
issues. 

The Zelie Tee's & Arcade was one of those businesses that appear and 
disappear so quickly that hardly anyone ever remembers that it existed. A 
listing at 114 South Main Street appears in the 1963 Beaver Valley Bell of 
Pennsylvania Telephone Directory, but no later references can be located. 
All attempts to contact the owner about the origin of these massive-sized 
tokens have proven futile. 

The final three tokens listed are from the Log Cabin Inn. As mentioned 
earlier, this establishment can be found listed as Zelienople in the 1988 
Zelienople Bell of Pennsylvania Telephone Directory. Unfortunately, it can 
also be found listed as Harmony in the 1985 Zelienople-Harmony Chamber 
of Commerce Business Directory. Since conflicting sources exist, the 
pieces should be attributed to the municipality where the bar is actually 
located. Thus, these Route 19-Perru Highway bar tokens should be 
attributed to Lancaster Township, where I personally purchased them at 
the establishment in April of 1988.

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Lucky KnoxvIlls Tokens 

by Rich Bottles Jr. 

This article is intended to shed some light on a couple of tokens from a 
"place where the sun always shines/ The place is Knoxville Borough of 
Allegheny County and the tokens are a pair or lucky swastica pieces. 

In the'mid- 1800‘s, a Methodist Episcopal minister named Rev. Jeremiah 
Knox traveled to Allegheny County from Ohio m search ot a place to p re a on. 
What he ended up finding was the daughter of a wealthy land-owner named 
Beltzhoov'er, who granted 100 acres of farmland to Knox as a marriage 
dowry. 

From the day of his marriage to his death, Knox maintained the farm, 
which quickly became nationally famous for its fruit, vineyards and 
tobacco crops Upon Knox's death in 1:872, his son William Wilpur Knox 
attempted to continue running the farm but the operation soon became too 
costly. 

in 1873 the Knox heirs formed the Knoxville Land improvement Co. and 
subdivided part of the farm into lots to be sold at auction. Four years later 
the population of the area had become so large that the K.L.I.C. had the 
district incorporated as a borough on Sept. 7, 1877. 

Even after the death of William Knox in 1888, the borough and the land 
company continued to flourish as K.L.i.C. associate James Fribley Grimes 
took control. Grimes offered special incentives to home builders and 
oversaw the management of K.L.i.C.-owned businesses such as the 
well-known curved incline and the Knoxville brickyards. 

The first superintendent of-the brickyards was the father of Knoxville 
resident John F. Moore, and the younger Moore later became vice president 
of the brickyards after graduating Duff's Business College. Moore was also 
successful politically and served in both the Pennsylvania House of 
Representatives and the U S. Senate during the early 1900’s, in 1915, he 
was elected as Allegheny County Controller. 

Moore died in June of 1926, less than a year before the Borough of 
Knoxville was officially annexed to the city of Pittsburgh on Jan. 3, 1927. 
The K.L.i.C. continued to operate through the 1930's and to advertise 
Knoxville as "the place where the sun always shines’'’ on the company's 
letterhead. 

The two swastica tokens were probably both issued at about the same 
time, but it's anyone's guess who had the original idea to issue a token. The 
rnaveri ck K.L.l.C.piece has 1 ong been a11ri buted erroneous 1 y to the state of 
Tennessee, but it can now ue added to Pennsylvania collections with 
complete assurance. **.
